■war while the United States and the West 
Atood Idly by. The Bituatlon i.i sllll full of 
peril, but It should bo Clear that thU country 
Is not watching It Indifferently. 

For the Bccond time In recent dnyn, Pre.it- 
dent Eisenhower bns asserted America's wIII- 
InRiicss to Runrnntcr peace In the Near East 
throuRh formal treaties with Israel and Its 
Arab ndghborK. • « 

The United Slates wants, however, to have 
the nations Involved BCttlc their border and 
lefugcc controversies before such treaties 
should be drawn. 

This government also has sternly warned 
the quarrcUnK parties that if one of them 
moves agBresslvely against the other the 
United Statc.1 will throw lUi weight to the 
■clde of the victim. 

We have said too that we wUl ll.iten to re- 
(jucsU for arms for legitimate self-defense 
Jn that area, though we will not contribute 
to nn arms race. 

Put together all these declarations and you 
get a pattern which ought to make a rea- 
sonably forceful Impact on the clashing na- 
tions of the Near East. 

They know we will aid neither side to make 
aggresalvo war. They icnow we will help the 
Bide whoso soli Is violated by any large-scale 
action. That ought to prove something ol a 
deterrent to Inflammatory nationalists; 

On the other hand, both Arab and Israeli 
headers have our assurance that we are will- 
ing to support the status quo In the Near 
East once they get their borders more sharply 
llxed. Such a guarantee offers a promise of 
fitablllty that any statesman In iha region 
should welcome. 

As the United Btate.^ sees the situation, 
there plainly is no place for any war of 
Tcvcnge that would seek to wipe out Israel 
OS an interloper In the Arab world. Nor Is 
there room for Israel to respond to Arab pres- 
sure by trying to bile off fresh chunks of 
Egyptian or any other foreign soil. 

The United States seeks to bring its Influ- 
ence to bear to produce peace and order In a 
Jong troubled situation.. Let us hope that the 
calm heads among the disputants recognize 
that wo arc in dead earnest In our deter- 
mination to prevent a dangerous conflict in 
the Neor Enst.

There 
It Is reported, the Democratic xUU- central commit, 
tee has gone on recnrd wllli a re.ioluUon de.tlnned If 
"encournce prospective party candldntes for alnle and 
national offices to dLicu.\t the ndvLmblUty of Uielr 
primary candidacies wlUi the stalo committee before 
tiling for office." 

.niLi business of aerecnlnK enndldacle.i Is not new.' 
Tlin Nevada Democrsls were ndvUcd thai proce.ws 
for this purpose are operative In Calltornln and iri 
aeveral other alates and clUe.i. Prior lo adoption oi 
the primary election Isw In Idaho, this screening was 
a major function of the parly conventions. The pri- 
mary law changed that, and left the field wide open 
to anyone with an inclination to hold public office, 
provided ho was posse.ised of sufficient (unda, or 
could procure finance from oUier sources, to cover 
thn expensej ot hli campaign. 

The resultant free-fnr-aU ha.i been recognlwd bv 
tho Nevada Democrats as a eaiLv of Democratic parlv 
llLi. Former' Nevada Governor Vnll Plltman pointed 
to ona ot tho troubles when he reportedly told the 
atAto committee "loo many Democrats file and run 
and after primary defeats the Ifners gnng up lo help 
the Ilepubllcaiu."" 

Democrats and Rapubllcans alike In Idaho could list 
olher troubles due lo lack ol fnclllllea for screening 
primary candidacies. 

ThB list might welt be hearted by outrlsht theft of 
the Democratic party which occurred In Idaho in 
lOlB. And It certainly would Include exnniples ol re.iori 
lo strategy by which one candlil.ile with n solid block 
of VDie.i a-wured hLi nomination by Inducing or en- 
eouranlng a eonsldernble number of ntlirr hopefuls 
gel Into Ihe running and split the pnriy vole, 

Aajuri'dly the Nevada commlliee's propowl involvi 
a "dellcnle" situation, and. a.i Plttninn counseled,

In any event, the Nevada Democrats' venture doe; 
represent a concrete sutgesllon for imprnvement ol

In hu place they put Rene' Mayer, 
one o( the Innumerable former pre- 
miers, whose Inleresi In European 
unity is at best academic. Monnet 
hai been an apostle ot the creed 
Uial Europe must unite or relapse 
Into the old self-destructive nation- 
alisms that have twice before led lo 
war. 

With this record of opposite 
Europeanlsatlon the Ficiicli could 
hardly have expected the Saarland- 
ers to follow their lead and vote for 
the European stalule that has nm 
been rejected. Instead Uie Inhnbh 
Isnts of' the IndusirinJJy rich Saar 
valley llitened to the loud voices of 
the German nation nils Is led by 
Helnrlch Schneider, a former Nad 
snd hesd of the fiercely pro-Oer' 
man Democratic party. 

Tlie position of France and the 
IVfJt wJUi respect lo Oermsny bod 
already been weakened by Ade- 
nauer's action during his visit tc 
M0.1COW ill granUng diplomatic rec- 
ognition 'o the Soviet Union ■with 
no strings nltachixl, Russia, as i 
result, now has acce.u to West Oer- 
many a.t well lu East Germany, 
which mesns a bargaining poaltloi 
feunlflcaUon greatly superior to 
that ot Uie weat. 
What was not revcnlrd oltlclally 
Her Adenauer's vLill to Moscow 
last month was almost equally Im- 
portsnt In Its psycholofflcal Impact 
on Ihe West Oermans who accom- 
panied the old chancellor. On exceU 
lent auUiorlly tills reporter c«n 
state that the Rus.itnn.i urged Uie 
Oermnns to Join them In carrying 
out the IndtuUlalluiUon of China. 
While high German aUlcUia. when 
they discuss tt, tend lo play It down, 
UiLi appeal may well have been the

We need you, the Russians are 
reported to have uld.

They ask 
what the Chinese or, for that mitt- 
ler, the Russians have to offer In 
return. But, ne'verUieles.s. It 
have a very deep appeal.
